Braswell asked that 
we obtain a legal opinion from our General Counsel which I promised to do. 

9. (Internal Use Only - LLM) Mr. Gideon, of the Senate Subcommittee 
on Executive Reorganization staff, called to ask if they could meet informally 
with someone from the Agency to discuss the non- sensitive aspects of the 
accurate flow of information from bottom to top in a Federal agency in 
connection with the Subcommittee's consideration of the cur rent Reorganiza- 
tion Plan No. 1. He said they felt the Agency would be a good example of this 
type of communication within an organization. I told Mr. Gideon that the 
Reorganization Plan was, of course, outside of our sphere of responsibility 
and that for this and other reasons I felt that the prospects for setting up such 

a meeting would not be bright but that I would check into it and be back in 
touch. 


10. (Confidential - LLM) In the absence of Representative Edward 
Koch (D. , N. Y. ), met with Miss Barbara Downey and for the time being 
closed out the inquiry concerning a covert employee (see Memorandum for 
the Record).
